Venice Nearly Swamped by the Cut ia 
Madison Levee.

A Midnight Alarm and a Sortie With 
Shotguns, Pistols, Etc. 


The Water Receding Along the Levee— 
East St. Louis Out of Danger— 
Carondelet. 


Theriver has been behaving itself to-day, 
and has partially fulfilled the prophecies made 
abontatall. Nearly everybody has his own 
gauge, and all of them read differently, but 
the general opinion was thatthe water was 
receding at the rate of at least one inch every 
two hours. Parties who took meas- 
urements at the foot of Market 
before 9a.m.declared that the decline be- 
tween 7 and &:30 a. m. was an eveninch anda 
balf. Later in the day the same favorable cir- 
cumstances prevailed, and the general ex- 
pression was ‘‘It’s over now until the June 
sise comes down.’’ 

The levee andthe bridge were crowded with 
sight-seers all day. The scene along the 
wharfis an interesting one and people who 
had peen waiting until to-morrow rushed 
downin droves when the news of the fall 
began to betalked about. The abatement of 


the Water is not yet such as to be noticed, and 
the river in allits glory remains to be looked 


upon. Towards the seuthern end 
ot the levee the water has done 
liitie additional damage. In North 


St. Louis the situation remains unchauged. 
Schulenberg & Boeckler have now several feet 
of water among their lumber piles, which 
they have been defending all along with an 
embankment nearly GOO feet long. 
Thisiscausecd by the breaking of the sewer. 
Workmen were engaged on the break this 
morning, and if the river does not raise every- 
thing is safe. At bust st Louis 
no immediate danger is feared, 
and the break in the Madison County levee,re- 
corded yesterday may prevent any further 
damage. 
AT VENICE. 
The people in this settlement are still munch 


worked up over the cutting ot the 
Madison County levee. A Posr-DIspaTcu 
reporter Visited the scene of the cut 
this morning and found the water pouring 


through a seventy-five foot gap with alaurining 
rapidity. It has sprerd over all the lowlands 
totheeast and south and hus entirely sub 
merged the tarming lands of the parties men- 
tioned in yesterday's VPosr DISPATCH.

the farm. <A small private road has been 
erected from the main road Into the farm, and 
this was damming the witer 
in the ditch and throwing 
it back on Reynolds’ ground. Theodore selbe, 
together with Mr. Reynolds and his two sons, 
Gugatrenchthrough this little road for the 
purpose of turning the water into 
the slash, which runs south of the school 
house, thence down to the levee leading to 
Venice. Just as they had finished the cut the 
alarm was brought to Venice. A party con- 
sisting of Jake Walters, John Richardson, Jitn 
Hinkert, Tom Hicks, Win. Roberts, Walter Bain, 
hat Crotie and others immediately armed 
themselves with shot guns, revolvers, etc.,and 
rushed tothe place indicated. All the men 
live in the northeastern part of Venice, On the 
westedyve of the Sinith farm, and are in danger 
ot being ultimately flooded out if the 
water should rush in the hollows in unprece- 
dented volume. Around at the gate of the 
farm they found the road cut, andthe water 


flowing through. They dammed it 
up, piled earth on top and 
left men on watch all night 


to see that nobody interfered with the place. 
Reynolds claimed that Selb and Ogleston, two 


ot the teamsters of Venice, had authorized 
him to make the cut; but this 
was disputed.- and several angry 
and excited discussions took piace. 


This morning the water from the break of 
yesterday had run completely over the little 
road down the inclines east and north of the 


school house, and was rapidly wpour- 
ing towards Venice. It was also 
crossing the county road just above 


this obstacle and was rapidly spreading over 
the wheat fields onthe south side. Acouple 
of men were set to work, and the 
obstruction was cut completely away, 
but the water continued to cro3s 
the Rock road,and the probability is the latter 
will be cut in two before to-morrow. If this 
happens all communication will be cut off be- 


tween Venice and points further 
east, the Edwardsville road being 
the only medium of communication 


The water is also running downthe ditch at 
the southern extremity of the road. The 
school house was on an island before 10 a. m., 
and the water had run far down towards the 
levee. Venice is not inimmediate danger, as 
there are a yreat many hollows 
to be filled un before the water reachesthetown. 
There is danger, however, thatthe flood may 
swoop down, andrunon the north side of the 
Smith farm. and engulf the eastern edge of the 
little town from this direction. 

A dispatch was received at Venice this morn- 
ing stating that the levee at Madison was in- 
tact and that there was no danger. Men were 
at work atthe break in Chouteau Slough all 
night. Sacks and straw were sentup from Venice 
and the gap will be repaired before night. 

At Brooklyn the negroes are huddled to- 
gether in the dry part of the town. The vreak- 


ing ot the road leading out § from 
the Smith farm cuts off the only 
way of escape which the Brooklynites 


had. If the overflow continues, the negroes 
will be cut off completely. 
EAST ST. LOUIS. 

The East St. Louisans are rejoiced over the 
receding waters and believe that all danger is 
past.gThe best work done during the high water 
was atthe Deuglass School under the direc- 
tions of Capt. Sackinan, Renshaw, Trendley, 
Mr. O’Brien and others, who worked like Tro- 

ans. Between the Vandalia and Ohio and 
Mississippi railroad tracks, the levee 
and a small ridge just 
west of the Douglass School, which is situated 
two blocks from the levee, over one bundred 
families live on the low level. On the east of 
this ridge of ground is the slovgh, which is 
now a portion of Cahokia Creek. When the 
waters began toraise the danger of flooding 
out these hundred families wasimminent. The 
slough was already at the top of the ridge when 
the work was begun. 

This ridge extends about 350 yardsnorth and 
e0uth between the railroad yarde. In twenty- 
four hours the water came up over three feet 
and the work wasup hill. The earth was not 
available and the force of men wassmall. By 
digging from the west base of the ridge and 
depositing the earth on thetop they succeeded 
in keeping slightly above the level of the 
water. The sand was then dug 
from the middle of the street and the excava- 
tien along the west side of the ridge filled with

THK NORTH MARKET STREET BREAK. 

A report was. industrionsly circulated early 
this morning that the dyke built 
by the Schulenburg & Boeckler Lumber 
Company, north from the foot of North Market 


street, had parted at the sewer hole 
near the terry landing. A  Post- 
DISPATCH reporter visited the place 


and found that while nobreach has been 
made inthetop ofthe embankment the water 
ix coming through rapidly at the bottom. It 
can be seen boiling up afew feet away from 
the dyke inside the protected yards at 
a yate which will canse_ trouble 
if not checked, and as the breach is under 


water on both sides it will be extreme 
ly difficult to reach it. Schulenburg 
&  Boeckler have abont sixty thou- 
sand dollars worth of lumber along 
the river bank protected, most 
of it by a system of double 
dykes. One pile of their lumber 
is out in the water protected only 
bya bogm. Even if this goes, however, the 
loss will not be heavy. he outer yards are 


covered with water to a depth of over two 
inches,; The level of the water outside is al- 
most four feet higher than this, and the dyke 
is by no means a strong ono, much of it being 
simply alot of garbage strung out in along 
malodorous line. 

NORTH ST. LOUIS. 

The water still continues to recede. The St. 
Louis saw mill of Lebkle & Schrage, at Second 
and Buchanan streets, resumed this morning. 
The Knapp, Stout & Co. Company are making 
a desperate struggle to keep their yards clear 
of water, which is still owing in through the 
sewer inlets. The runof the water has been 
partly stopped, but it is thought before it can 
be permanently stopped that it will fill upin 
the yards until it becomes on a level with the 
river, and then pumps will be put to work to 
throw it out. 


The only industries now closed by the high’ 


water is the bone mills of the Meyer Bros. and 
planing, mill of A. Schultz, Hall and Dock 
streets, and before work can be resumed the 
river will have to decline 2‘; feet. 

THE LEVEE TO-DAY. 

At the foot ot Cherry street crowded closely 
tovether are the Dora, Josephine, Poil. Chap- 
pell and Calhoun and a very busy scene is pre 
rented. .They are not yet able to load and un- 
load at their acc ustomed places. The saloon 
at¢ll and the St..Louis Laundry at 613 North 
Levee, from which the occupants were driven 
by the flood, arethis morning being cleared 
out and fitted for business again. By gauzes 
kept at the foot of Morgan street it is shown 
that the watcr bas fallen three inches during 
the pasttwenty-tour hours. Thefirst floor of 
. i’. Manion's Blacksmithing and Wrecking 
Co., which yesterday wuscovered with water, 
is Visible again this morning. tit is still impos 
sible for footinen to pass along the levee 
from Cherry to St. Charles street, but south 
of that, by tlre aid of afew planks and bricks, 
apassage cun be effected. Ward & Brady, 
who have for several davs been obliged to oc- 
cupy the second story of their building, are 
this morning at work on the ground floor. The 
water which atits height stood five inches on 
their floor, has now retreated aboutfour feet 
down thésidewalk from their door. Peonvle 
fiom St. Charles streetto Olive street, whom 
tLe flood drove aloft, are to-day occupying 
their places again. Furtber south the condi- 
tion of the levee has not materially changed 
since yesterday. 

CARONDELET. 

The rivér has fallen nearly six inches since 
yesterday noon. The little sheds and shanties 
Lliong thePiver bank that have been covered 


wie becoming visible above the water. In the 
yards of a@llthe large business places between

The Iron Moun- 
tain trestie work, near the water edge, has 
shown such an inclination to become shaky 
that it has been deemed advisable to suspend 


wil traffic over hem for a_ short 
time. Another one otf Anthony & huhn’'s 
ice houses is in a critical con- 
dition and is likely to succum) 
to the pressure of the water if a 


rapid decline does nottake {[placein the next 
twenty-four hours. Rock and gravel have veén 
deposited near the foundation to prevent it 
from being washed away, and thesides are 
prevented from spreading by means of braces. 
All the ice is being rapidly transferred to one 
ofthe new houses, sothat should the worst 
fears be realized the building would be the only 
loss. Another foot or two of a rise 
could inmo way affect the businessintercsts of 
Caronceket that have not been submerged. 
Yesterday the water had encroached upon 
that portion of tne Vulean works which con- 
tains the gas producers, but as the fires are 
about four feet higher than that portion of the 
buildingjthe works were in no immediate dan- 
ger. This morning the water was about four 
inches lower in the Vulcan neighborhood than 
at noon yesterday. 
EAST CARONDELET, 


All of the inhabitants of East Carondelet, with 
the exception of about 100, bave abandoned 
thetown. Only a dozen houses remain on dry 
hand, and they were in danger oOo: submersion 
tillthe water began receding. Tbe new cradle 
of the Conlogue line has been carried away by 
the water, and the einbankment is so weaken- 
ed in several, places that no trains copid 
be run, The Nuarow Gauge Line 
have a gang of men at work 
repairing their tracks where the water washed 
undertbem. The refugees continue to leave 
their homes for this side of the river, and 
many of them are living in box cars and tents. 
The back-water is falling rapidly this morning, 
and many of the houses that suffered least will 
be habitable in a few days.

England. 

LONDON, May 7.—In the Commons last night 
a motion was agreed to that the House thinks 
something should be done to improve the 
dwellings of laborers in Ireland, Forster, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, stating that if 
the Government could see any way of propos- 
ing anything to effect the object of the motion 
in the land bill it would gladly do so. 

THE GREEK FRONTIER QUESTION, 

Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, replying to 
an attack by Ellis Ashmead Bartlett on the 
Government’s foreign policy, incidentally 
stated that the settlement of the Greek frontier 
question was due to the understanding arrived 
at between Goschen and Bismarck, which Jed 
to the united action of Germany and England. 


THE CARLYLE SQUABBLE, 

Carlyle’s niece writes to the Times in reply 
tothe letter of James Froude relative tothe 
same pan of Carlyle’s reminiscences. She says 

‘roude’s reference to hidden reasons for ac- 
tion have awakened a curiosity which he can 
now hardly refuse to satisfy. Her letter con- 
cludes asiollows: ‘‘Ilf Froude would but sur- 
render the pepers now tobe examined ani 
decidea upon by three friends of Carlyle, it 
would be in accordance with his obvious inten- 
tion as expressed in his will, and would be joy- 
fully accepted by every member of the Cariyle 
family.’’

SPRING WHEAT. 


The Prospects Encouraging and Exceed- 
ingly Good Throughout the Western 
States, 


CHICAGO, May 7.—The Times has two-pages 
of reports of the jspring wheat prospects. Its 
analysis says the situation of affairs is satis- 
factory, indeed it may be to said bejhighly en- 
couraging for the best reports come from local- 
ities where most of the spring wheat is raised, 


and for the most part ‘the least. 
encouraging reports are from  sec- 


tions where winter wheat has been found 
the more profitable. In Minnésota, Nebraska 
and Dakota, which are almost wholly given up 
to spring wheat, there is a largely increased 
acreege, and the prospect is thoroughly 
good. In Minnesota, which raised over 
40,000,000 bushels of wheat last year,the reports 
are uniformly ofthemost flattering charac- 


ter. Insomeofthe lower counties the acre- 
ave has doubled and the averuge increase for 
the State is twenty orthirty percent. At the 
sametime the condition is usually stated to 


have never been better and 
sometimes never to have been 
sO good. The prospects on in- 
creased yield per acre is good from Ne- 


braska, which produced about a fourth as 
much wheat last year as Minnesota, but whose 
prairies are rapidly being broken up by the 
great army of emigrants who are 
constantlyfpouring into the State. The reports 
are very similar. The acreage is increased 
and planting has been accomplished under the 
mcst favorabie conditions. The farmers take 
a cheerful view of things, and the probabilities 


are in favor of an exceptionaily 
large harvest. In Dakota, also, the 
area devoted to spri wheat 


is also much increased and the indications are 
al) tuvorapie for a generous yield. From Kan- 
sus the reports are not quite so favorable as to 
quality, thongh the prospects are generally 
fuir to good, and the acreage is reduced. 
This, bowever, is mainly due to the fact 
that winter wheat isin that State supplanting 
epring sowing. In Missouri also fall sowing 
prevails. No more than one-tenth of the 
wheat raised there this year will be spring 
sown. The condition of thespring grain is not 
altogether satisfactory andin some localities 
it is r but this is not true of 
alland the small amount of sprmg wheat 
raised makes#ts quality of snbordinate im- 
portance. In iJinois, Wisconsin and Iowa 
the condition of the spring wheat ranges ail 
the way from to very poor. The acreage 
in genera] ie much redu 3ed. It is to be believed, 
however, that in some portions of Northern 
lilincis the’prospects are good, and that in the 
central] and southern partsof the State winter 
wheat israpidly crowding out spring wheat 
where it has not already done it. Where the 
acreage of spring wheat is  Ilargely 
reduced itis generally because the farmers 
have found the fall is better than spring sow- 
ing.

A dismal picture of horrors the Philadel- 
phia Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children has drawn of the Philadelphia 
Almshouse and of the foundlings living, or 
rather dying there.

The milk is thickened with 
rice-flour, a very deleterious article of food 
for children. There is talk of taking the in- 
fants out of this house, by habeas corpus, and 
ofan injunction to restrain the managers 
from receiving any more. But ofall, ‘fa su- 
pervisory board of intelligent ladies” is re- 
commended. This touches the point exactly, 
If such a board is organized, thorough reform 
mav be expected, and a watchfulness made 
keen byalove and pity which man can sel- 
dom | oast of.

Beard referred to in explaining the theory of 
trance, the varieties of trance, and the six 
sources of error in experimenting with living 
human beings, such as intentional or unin- 
tentional degeption, intentional or uninten- 
tional assistance of third parties, and chance 
or coincidence. He designated fourteen 
varieties of trance, among which were intel- 
lectual, or absent-mindedness, somnambul- 
istic, cataloptic, zlchoholic, epileptic, and in- 
duced or mesmeric. 

Lawyer Riddle, First Vice-President, in in- 
troducing Dr. Beard, struggied twice with 
syegigncecism before he could pronounce it, 
and Dr. Beard confined himself to the plain- 
er and simpler word, trance. The Doctor 
said that his first theory of trance was the 
concentration theory. Hehadread a paper 
onit in 1876. He illustrated it by saying that 
the mind, when in a normal condition, is like 
a brilliantly lighted room; when in the con- 
dition of sleep, like a partly lighted room,and 
when in the conditlon of trance, like a room 
in which only one light is burning dimly. 
With a wooden rod he touched one of his 
subjects, a lad of about 18 years of age, with 
a sleepy appearance, Who sat in front of him, 
and the subject started up and followed the 
point of the rod wherever it was moved. By 
snapping his fingers sharply and slapping the 
subject’s face, Dr. Beard caused the lad to 
come out of the state of trance. The lad was 
bewildered for a few seconds at finding him- 
self standing in full view of the audience. 

**T don’t do that,”? Dr. Beard said. ‘‘It 1s 
done for him because be expected it to be 
done. An earthquake would have done it, or 
a ffre near him, or any sudden excitement, 
and he could not help it, unless he tried to re- 
sist it.” 

His next experiment was t6 cause three 
young mento fall asleep by dropping a small 
ball of iron onthe floor. They slept soundly 
for several minutes, and a physician, who was 
called to assist, tried in vain to arouse them. 
Dr. E. C. Spitzka, who had been movinz 
nervously in Lisseat, roseat this point and 
tried to interrupt Dr. Beard by sugyesting a 
point of order. He was so persistent that at 
length the presiding officer recognized him, 
and he said: ‘*My point of orderis that this 
is not a discussion of the medico-legal rela- 
tions ofatrance. Itis a new thing in the 
form of a new paper by Dr. Beard.” 

‘‘T must rule tbat your point of order is 
overruted,”? Lawyer Riddle said. “Go on, 
Dr. Beard.”’ 

Dr. Sptzkaanda friend picked up their 
hats and went out muttering to each other. 

Dr. Beard continued, saving that the sub- 
jects were simply acting out a dream, the 
suggestron of which came merely from out- 
side. Inorderto show that they could be 
putin a state of trance with difficulty, he 
caused tbree of the subjects to think of their 
relatives and the other to think ofa table, and 
then tried tointluence them. In only one case 
was he successful, after trying several 
seconds. He said that only a very few per- 
sons will be good subjects. Perhaps only one 
personinahundred could be found. The 
subjects that he experimentei with, he said, 
have been trained in the sime way that dogs, 
horses and birds are trained toperform. When 
he first tried hisexperiments with them he 
could ngt do anything. He asserted that the 
subjects were not humbugging the audience, 
and he explained how he had provedit, Nev- 
ertheless he acknowledved that what had been 
done could be pretended by a good actor. 

After explaining bow he had proved that 
a lady, blindfolded, had read cards when in 
atrance, he described how another lady had 
Written a poem on “Nervous Exhaustion’’ 
at the rate of 100 words a minute whenina 
traace, Which, he said, was a feat that few 
poets could perform when in a norma ¢on- 
dition. 

In regerd to the medico-legal aspect, he 
said: *‘If I should tell anvone of these sub- 
jects to murder anyone here, he would do it 
provided he could get at him. I ean kill 
the subjects and they cannot prevent me, 
and I can cause any one of them to Kill him- 
self.” By making a few passes of the hand 
before the face of one of the lads the doctor 
put him in a trance, and, after tedling 
him that he bad lost all his money, asked 
him if he desired to kill himself. ‘*Yes,’’ 
and the doctor putinto his hand a broken, 
unloaded pistol, saying, ‘‘It might as well be 
a barrel of potatoes.’?’ The lad cocked the 
weapon, and when the Doctor said **Now, 
place it to your heart,’’? he pulled open his 
coat, and placmg the muzzle against his 
breast pulled the trigzer. Instantly he fell 
back, apparently shot dead. A few seconds 
of confusion followed, and then Dr. Beard 
aroused the lad by pulling him up and shak- 
ing him briskly. Staggering to his seat, the 
lad looked silly and arranged his necktie. 

The next experiment was to cause two of 
the subjects to quarrel and then shoot at 
each other, one using the bpoken pistol and 
the other a handkerchief asa firearm. Both 
fell, apparently dead, among the chairs. One 
of the lads was told to steal some money on 
the reading desk and run away with it. The 
lad grabbed «a bumch of yarn, thrust it into an 
inside pocket of bis coat and ram out of the 
room before anybody heeded Dr. Beard’s 
eall of **Somebody catch him!” While the 
Doctor was saying that, tbe lad was acting out 
a terrible dream, and that he saw no one, and 
that if forty policeman had beenat his side 
it would have. nrade no difference, the lad 
was brought back by two gentiemen who had 
chased him two blocks before catching him, 
and even then he bad not beem aroused. 

Aiter Dr. Beard shad concluded, De. Bird- 
sall claimed that any well-trained person 
could do what had been done by the subjects, 
and he asserted that Dr. Beard could. not 
prove that the phenomena are not feigned. 

Dr. Gurdner asserted that pothing had been 
done that he could not do with a little nerve. 

Dr. Abbott asked whether persons ina 
trance would reveal whatthey had done when 
in anormal condition, and referred tothe 
case of little Annie Crawford, who was pun- 
ished so severely by her father because it was 
thought that she had stolen valuables. He 
desired to know whether the servant girl, who 
Was the guilty person, would reveal anything 
inatrance. Dr. Beard replied that persons 
when in a trance remember what they did in 
a trance before, that they have no memorabis 
consciousness, and that they will not oe likely 
to reveal what they did Lefore being.ina 
trance. 


The Channel Tunnel. 
From the London News. 


The preliminary operations in connection 
With the boring of the propesed channel tun- 
nel still continue to elicit considerable public 
interest; and itis not a little satisfactory to 
those who take an interestin the progress of 
the work, and much more so to scientific 
men, to know that up to the present time the 
operations have been attended with the most 
gratifying results. No serious impediment 
has as yet presented itself, and although that 
part pf the work which is likely to be fraught 
with the greatest amount of risk and difficulty 
has yet to be encountered, there appears to 
be no reason why the fondest hopes of the 
speculators, despite predictions to the con- 
trary, may not even now be realized, and the 
traveling portion of the public reap the 
benefit of a scheme which, to say the least of 
it, will effectually remove the unpleasant 
sensations and the lncchveaieions Which is so 
often experienced ina passage across ‘*the 
silyery streak.’? The boring advances at 
thé rate of about twenty-five feet per day 
often hours, and has already been carried to 
a distance of above 300 yards. This is in the 
shape of x» driftway of about seven feet in 
diameter, opening near the mouth of the tun- 
nei on the west side of Abott’s cliff near where 
the recent fall of chalk on the South Eastern 
Railway occurred. Commencing here, it runs 
in 4 line parallel with the line of railway and 
follows the natural yt of the strata. The 
idea is to continue in this way until a depth 
of some 200 feet below the bed ofthe channel 
isreached. ltis then confidently hoped by 
ee that the character of the geological 

ormations will admit’ of the emgineering 
operations beg advanced in a direct line of | 


level, so as. to allow of a corre ding rise on 
the other side of the channel. e operations 
are carried on under the directions of Col. 
‘Beaumont, the chalk being cut by a disc fur- 
nished with cutters, which is worked by one 
of that gentleman’s compressed air engines. 


| It is a most ingenious mechanical contrivance, 
and for more reasons than one is peculiarly | 


adapted tothe work which it {s performing 
here. The disc makes two revolutions per min- 
ute, slicing off the chalk to the thickness ofa 
quarter of an inch at each revolution. There 
is no change in the soil, which is still gray 
“chalk, and thereis aremarkable freedom from 
the percolation of water. 


Dressing for a Photograph.

“The question is often asked,” said an ex- 
perienced photsernyeet, ‘‘why actors and 
actresses take the most pleasing pictures. It 
is because they ater the principles of art 
and good taste in their profession and under- 
stand how to dress. oreover, they usually 
bring a selection of veils,flowers, curis,braids, 
laces, and sometimes costumes to give the 
photographer a choice of accessories. They 
Come Whén they are wholly at leisure and are 
not flustered. Ared face takes black, and 
they know it. Then they do not load them- 
selves down with gewgaws and haberdasher- 
ies, to show ail that they have got in worldly 
goods. Few persons know how to dress for 
a picture like an actress. The 
best materials for Iadies to wear 
when about te sit for a photograph are such 
as will fold or drape nicely. like reps, win- 
ceys, poplins, satins and silks. Lavender, 
lilac, sky blue, purple and French blue take 
very light and are worse for a picture than 
pure white. Corncolor and salmon are bet- 
ter. China pink, rose pink, magenta, crim- 
son, pea green, Mazarine blue, navy b?ue, 
fawn color, Quaker color, dove color,ashes of 
roses and stone color, show a pretty, Hght 
gray inthe photograph. Scarlet, claret, sea- 
green, light orange, leather color, light Bis- 
marck, and slate color are excellent colors to 
photograph. Cherry, wine color, light apple 
green, Metternich green, dark apple green, 
bottle green, dark orange, golden and red 
brown show nearly the same agreeable color 
in the picture. A black silk 
always looks well and it takes weil 
if not  bedecked with ribbons and 
laces that will take white. Dark Bismarck 
snuff brown usually take blacker than a black 
silk or Satin and are not essy to drape, A silk, 
because it has more gloss and reflects more 
light, usually takes lighter thana woolen 
dress. Ladies with dark or brown hair should 
avoid contrasts intheir costumes, as light 
substances photograph more quiekly than 
dark, and ladies with light hair should dress 
in something lighter than those whose bair is 
dark or brown. Few ladies understand how 
to arrange their hair so as to harmonize with 
the form of the head, but blindly follow the 
fashion, be the neck long or short or the face 
narrow or broad. A broad face appears more 
soif the hairis arranzed low over the fore- 
head or is parted at the side, and a long neck 
becomes stork-like When the hairis built up 
hb, while afew curls would make a most 
agreeable chanzein the effect. Powdered 
hair gives good cffect, and powder should be 
bestowed upon freckles.”’

A Ghastly Relic of Crime. 
Lewiston. (Me.) Special to Chicago Times. 

Ten or eleven years ago the trial of James 
Lowell for the murder of his wife Lizzie was 
the greatest sensation Lewiston eyer experi- 
enced. In the historical murder trial of 
Eugene Aramin Englandin 1852, the head 
of the victim was found and identified by 
peculiarities in the teeth, aud it was this dis- 
covery and identification which brought 
about a conviction. Inthe Lowell case the 
weakest point of the prosecution was the 
failure to find mowe than a headless skeleton. 
This was identified as that of the missing 
Mrs. Lowell from the peculiarities in the 
dress in which it Was found, and which cor- 
responded with one worn by the missing 
woman. If the head of the skeleton had been 
found it would have been positive proof 
whether or not the bones were those of 
Mrs. LoweWN. Nevertheless the husband was 
convicted and given a life sentence in State 
Prison, where he nowis. He has claimed 
since his trix] that bis wife has been seen 
alive in the West, but it was pretty conclu- 
sively proven that riding up-the Switzerland 
road they got into a quarrel, and he threw 
her out of the wagon over the seat and broke 
her neck, after which he cut off her head and 
concealed it. The missing head, now a grin- 
ning skull, was,on yesterday afternoon found 
by a workman named Day, who was engaged 
in cleaning up a farni bordering on the Switz- 
erland road. Brushing away the debris 
which surrounded it he found that the skull 
was perfectly preserved. The lower jaw was 
detached, naturally enough, it being the only 
moveable bone of the skull. He also found 
imbedded in tbe leaves with the skull the 
top vertebra of the spinal column called the 
‘‘atlas,’? which supports the head. Great 
interest bas been created by the discovery, 
and there is no doubt thatthe skullis that of 
the murdered woman. 


Successful Skin Grafting. 
Newburg (N. J., Special to Cin. Gazette. 

Dr. John Deyo, of this city, has a case of 
skin grafting. The patient is a tittle girl ten 
years old, living in Mill street, who was terri- 
bly scalded six weeks ago. She and an older 
sister were taking a boiler of hot water off the 
stove, when it fell, the girl being thrown for- 
ward so that her .rims were immersed in the 
water. The whole of the right arm was 
stripped of the skin from the shoulders to the 
tips of the fingers, so that the muscles were 
leit bare, and the left arm badly injured below 
the eibow. The unfortunate child has suf- 
fered terribly. The siightest movement of the 
right arm caused blood to tlow from a myriad 
of places. but careful nursing has much im- 
proved its condition. The approach of hot 
weather caused the doctor to fear that her 
sufferings might be aggravated and the child 
extausted,so he reso: ved to hasten the héaling 
of the arm by the process of skin grafting. 
New 8kin has already-fcr ned over the hand 
and about the sboulders, and there was a 
strip extending upward near the wrist, but 
still nine-tenths of the arm was bare. 

The doctor persuaded two medical stu- 
cents and five or six other voung men to vol- 
unteer their aid, andthe party went to the 
child’s house on Sunday. The little girl’s 
arm had been brought into the best possible 
condition for the operation. The young men 
bared their arms, the doctor cutting from 


Pcight to fifteen or twenty small bits of skin 


from each of the young men and te«ansferring 
them to the arm ofthe girl, where he placed 
them at different points on the bare, quiver- 
ing flesh,in the hope that a good propor- 
tion of them, at least, would adhere and grow. 
Probably fifty or sixty grafts were made, and 
these will be followed by a new batch in a few 
days. Sofarthe grafting has been done un- 
derfavorable circumstances, and while it is 
yet too soon to predict a result, there is much 
hope that the operation will prove a success. 


A Wonderful Lake in Iowa. 


Froin the Burlington Hawkeye. 

The greatest wonder in the State of Lowa, 
and perbaps in any other State, is what is 
called the Walled Lake, in Wright county, 12 
miles north 6f the Dubuque and Pacific Rail- 
way, and 150 miles west of Dubuque City. 
The lake is two or three feet mgher than the 
earth’s surface. In some places the wall is 10 
feet high, 15 feet wide at the bottom and 5 
feet wide on top. Another factis the size of 
the stone used in its construction, the whole 
of them varying in weight from three tons 
down to 100 pounds. There is an abundance 
of stones in Wright county, but surrounding 
the lake tothe extent of 50r10 miles there 
are none. Noonecanforman idea of the 
means employed to bring them tothe spot or 
who constructed it. Around the entire lake 
isa belt of woodland half amilein length, 
composed of oak. With this exception the 
country is a rolling prairie. The trees must 
have been planted there at thetime of the 
building of the wall. Inthespring of the 
year 1856 there was a great storm, and the ice 
on the lake broke the wall in several places 
and thefarmers in tbe vicinity were oblige 
to repair the damages to prevent tnundation. 
The lake occupies a ground surface of 2,800 
acres; depth of water as great as%5 feet. The 
water is clear and cold, soil sandy and loamy.

The English Astronomer Says the World 
; is Not to be Distu rbed. ™s - 
¥rom.the Chicago Times, 6th. 


Prof. Richard Near yoo 5 great London 


astronomer,is at the Grand Pacific Hotel with 
his biide. They were married on last Tues- 
day, at St. Joseph, Mo., the lady being Mts. 
Sallie D. Crawford, daughter of Mr. Char.es 
M. Thompson of that city, and a niece of the 
late1ebel general, M. Jeff Thompson.  Fic- 
tion got up a very sprightly litle romance— 
and crept into a St. Joseph paper with it— 
about this marriage. Fiction had it that 
Prof. Proctor went to Australia last summec 
with an invalid wife; and that Mrs. Ocawford 
went there with an invalid husband. Bota 
invalids died, according to the story, and the 
widower and the widow, coming home acro3s 
the broad Pacific, were drawn together by 
sympathy and feliinlove. The Times senta 
reporter to the Grand Pacific on yesterday 
afternoon to learn the facts. 

Prof. Proctor came down to the office in re- 
sponse toacard. He las been in Cti-ago and 
a great many people have seen him, but, for 
the benefit of a great many more who have 
not, itmay be stated that he is short and 
broad-shouldered and years black cloties. 
He looks like a worker, an of business, an 
architect, or something of that sort. He cuts 
his whiskers—which are gray—quite short 
and attef tte *“‘mutton-chop” order, and his 
eyes, Which are brown, ar2as searching 43 
one of his telescopes, but have a humoruus 
twinkle quite humanand not so “purelv 
scientific”? as to indicate that all that is ordi- 
narily mortal is theorized out of his soul. He 
bas the unmistakable English accent, and is a 
very interesting gentleman to talk with. 

“How much truth is there, Professor,” 
asked the reporter, ‘‘in all the worry that the 
human family 1s having just now about peri- 
helion and floods, and the stars in general?” 

‘‘Nota bit—not a bit,’? laughed the pro- 
fessor. 

“Well, how about the comet somebody bv 
the name of Swift discovered the other day.” 

‘‘Switt—is itso? Has he discoyered an- 
other comet? Well, 1 didn’t know it, t’m 
sure. I’mthe worst person in the world to 
come to to learn about such things now—I’m 
sy busy traveling and lecturing. you know. 
But it’s.a telescope comet, 1 suppose——‘ little 
fellow; don’t amount to muca, probabiy. But 
let’s take a seat, and Vil tell you avout some 
of these things.” 

And, sealing himse'f, the Pecfossoe fixed 
his eye on the Office flagging and, turntayg 
over the card meditatively b¢tween his tin- 
cers, kept gezing at this and that spoton tae 
thestone floor as if he hada constellation In 
the range of vision. 

“Tt used to be thought,” s:id he, “that the 
stars had en influence on the weather, on 
floods, pestilences, and all that sort of tame, 
but science has disproved it. The truth is 
that the mfluence of all the planets together 
is not equaljto the ciference between the 
greatest and the least influence which the 
moon exerts ina vear. And tif all the giant 
planets—those outside the earth’s oroit— 
were to come into conjunction and periheiion, 
allatthe same time, they would not exert 
as much & fluence as that very small ratio of 
the moon’s influence, namely, the mere 
difference between its greatest and least in- 
tiuence.’’ 

‘‘Then the world is not going to pieces this 
year?” 

**Not at all. Why,some of the planets are 
coming into conjunction every now and then 
all the time. Two of them came into con- 
junction on the 19th of last June, Let’s see 
—nothing happened that day, did there?” 

‘‘And there will be no more trouble this 
vear because s0 Many come together?’ quer- 
ied the reporter. 

‘*There is no more reason to expect it than 
that Jupiter has an effect onthe sun spots.” 

The reporter said that somebody bad stat- 
ed that the developments of astronomy were 
more and more demonstrating that theae was 
after all some ground for ancient astrology. 
Did the Professor think so? * 

“*Onthe contrary, if anvbody reads the 
works of ancient astrology,” said he, *‘they 
will see What a mistakethat is. The astrol- 
ogists claimed, not thatthe relations of the 
planets to each other had an effect on the 
destinies of men, but that the position of the 
planets in the sky—that is, in the canopy 
above the horizon—had such effects. For 
instance, the ancients thought the stars in the 
ascendant—which means those coming up 
trom the horizon—were those that would in- 
fluence the career of a child born during their 
ascendancy; but that had nothing todo with 
perihelion and conjunctions.” 

“Well, whatabout Jupiter’s influence on 
sun spots, which yau spoke of a moment 
ago: 

“Why, it has been said that scientists admit 
that Jupiter affects the sun’s spots, but the 
truth is, scientists have only thought such a 
thing possible, because Jupiter’s period is ten 
years and ten months, or about that—of 
course, one can’t carry all these things in 
one’s head—and the sun-spots’ period is ten 
years and one month. But nine months make 
a great deal of difference.”’ 

**What do you think of the idea that the 
sun-spots affect the weather?” 

‘“T think they do not doso at all. I have 
watched the sun-spois throeuczh cold and 
warm Winters and through hot and cool sum- 
mers, and I could not see that thev had any 
cffect whatever upon one anotber.”’ 

‘“Tbev say you are on your bridal tour, Pro- 
fessor??? 

“Thut is the scientific fact,’ laughed the 
distinguished star-gazer. 

‘*AndI see by the Western papers that there 
is a romance connected with it??? 

‘Well, that is not true; nota word of it, 
and I would just as leave tliat some newspa- 
per like the Times would state within the 
next fifteen hundred vears that it is not true. 
Let me see’’—figuring up one of the imazin- 
arv constellations on the hotel floor—*I was 
in Australia lust August, it’s true, but—just 
to show that the story is false—it is stated 
that my wife was there, too. 
had died two years before that. It was not 
until October, 1879, that I came out.”

THE LOST JEANNETTE. 


How the Search for Her Will be Carried 
On by the ‘*Corwin.’’ 
From the New York Herald. 


The admirable dispatch with which tho 
Treasury Department has sent off the Cor- 
win on her cruise through Behring Strait will 
cnable Captain Hooper to avail himself of 
any opportunity that offers to communicate 
with the Jeannette. The Corwin takes time 
by the forelock and will probably be the first 
vessel to enterthe Arctic thiS season. Her 
instructions not only authorize, but direer, 
her commander to **make careful inquiries 
regarding the progress and whereabouts »; 
the steamer Jeannette,” and “if practicable 
communicate with und extend any needed 
assistance to that vessel.’’ Considering the 
Vantage Captain Hooper’s early = arrival 
in the Arctic will give him for 
executény this part of his 
orders, as Wellas the latitude of action they 
leave to his discretion, his chances for find- 
ing some clew to the Jeannette’s whereabouts 
seem slmostas good asthose of the com- 
mandcer of the search :te»mer Rodgers ‘Tie 
movement of the ice in Behring Strait is of- 
ten so sudden,’? said. Sherard Osborn, “that 
n report twenty-four hours old is ot no 
value’ But this very variability sucsests 
the probable ovcuurence of openings in the 
pack, just such an opening as greeted the Iu- 
veativator in July. 1850, when on her way to 
Point Barrow. Oxrce witbin the Artic Circle 
and able to examine the coast from Kotzelu 
Sound to Point Barrow, the Corwin will be in 
acood position to pick up some tidings of 
the Jeannette, if indeed any 
disaster has overtaken the eX- 
ploring steamer. <A _ study of the winter 
winds and ice drift in the Arctic north of 
Behrii g Strait will strengthen the conviction 
thatifthe Jeannette bas been disabled and 
driven from the vicinity of Wrangell Land it 
is well nigh certain that the ship, or some 
relic of the ship, would have been lodyed on 
the coast of Arctic America, since Point Bar- 
row projects into the latitude of Wrangell 
Land, and the intervening sea is swept in 
winter by northwesterly winds. For this 
reason itis probable thatthe observation of 
‘*polar ice, densely packed, from Wainwright 
Inlet upon the American eoast, to latitude 
7132 degrees northand longitude 164 decrees 
west,’? made by Commander Moore, of the 
Plover, in 1850, holds good almost every 
spring. The Corwin may, therefore. reason- 
ably hope to fall in with some trace of 
the Jeannette in the event that the 
latter bas succumbed to the _ vio- 
ience of Arctic elements, and has been borne 
belplessly along as was the Tegethoff in 1873, 
ir the great drift currents of the Polar 
Ocean. Should the Corwin, therefore, after 
a thorough search of the American coast, gain 
no clew to the Jeannette’s whereabouts this 
fact will be a strong reason. for concluding 
that she has not been disabled or drifted from 
the vicinity of Wrangell Land, and the Rog- 
ers, under Lieutenant Berry, will pursue the 
search in that direction with greatly increas- 
ed confidence that she is on the right trail. 
Should the Corwin, however, fina some evi- 
dence that the missing explorers under Oapt. 
De Long have been driven in the direction of 
Point Barrow, Capt. Hooper will probably 
have time to communicate the fact tothe com- 
mander oithe Ri d-ers before he leaves Be.r- 
ing Strait for the North. 


The Isthmus Canal.

Is De Lesseps deceiving the French public 
about the:Isthmus Canal? All reports from 
Panama agree that no digging has begun yet, 
although the season for outdoor work is fast 
(rawing toaciose. Considerable surveying 
is being done, and asmall force of men is at 
woik outting brush, and that is all. There 
are by no means the energetic operations 
wWLich tbe great engineer promised the sub- 
scrilbers to his canal stock. His project doc: 
not lag for wantof funds,for he has money 
enough secured already to pay for all the 
work that could be done in two or three 
years, and on this money he is pledged to pay 
five per cent interest, so that there is a strong 
financial reason fer pushing the enterprise 
forwerd as rapidly as possible, if it is really « 
genuine one. De Lesseps himself is in Ezypt, 
looking after his affairs there. His repre- 
scntative at Panama, Lieut. Wyse,.is about to 
startfor Parix. The rainy season will soon 
ut a stop to the field work, and as nothinz 
nas been accomplished im this direction wor, h 
mentioning, a year has been as good as lost. 
Asto the American emd of the project, if 
there ever was any besides ex-Secretary 
Thcmpson, it gives no sign of vitality.

Another Mass Meeting Pledges Itself Never 
to Use the Union Depot Line. 


Another mass meeting of citizens living in 
the south end of the city and along tlre line of 
the South St. Louis Railroad was: held last 
night at Union Park Hall. The attend- 
ance was esspecially large of people who 
live on Decatur street, at the point where the 
Union Depot Line is contesting the South St. 
Louis Road’s rightto use the Decatur street 
track. It wasthe chief object of the meeting 
to protest against the action of the Union De- 


pot Line. Mr. Fritz Arendes, called 
the meeting to order. He _ said that 
the committee appointed at the previous mect- 
ing bad seen the officia!s of the South St. Louis 
Line, andthey were assured that the Com- 
pany would make no attempt to lay a second 
track on Decatur street betore’ the 
court decided the question 
next Monday. Caspar Krug reported for the 
committee of May4that they were satisfied 
that the South St. Louis Line had done every- 
thing in their power to avoid the necessity of 
a double track,on Decatur street, and that the 
fault all = ath the Union Depot Line. The 
report, whiéh was signed by Arendes, 
Kiug, WmMWondAhren and H. Diefenbach, 
concluded Sv a demand that the citizens use 
all their power in behalf of the South St. Louis 
Line. This report wasimmediately handed over 
to acommittee, consisting of Messrs. Arendes, 
Krug, Mette, Trandt and Hagen. In a short 
time they reported, protesting against the ac- 
tion of the South st. Louis Line as detrimen- 
tal to the interests of South st. Louis people, 
and pledging the people not to use the Union 
Depot Line at all if a double track was neces- 
situted on Decatur street. The pledge was 
given by the signatures of nearly allpresent.

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Just now there are reports of ‘‘‘hot cornin 
elevators’’ being circulated on ’Change, but 
so far they have had little effect upon the mar- 
ket, as they are not generally believed. It is 
rather early in the season for these reports to 
get out, and only the very warm weather of 
the past few days following the steady rains 
that have fallen could have produced them, 
though parties who believe there is ‘‘hot 
corn’’ in the elevators think it is because most 


of the corn received from Iowa has been in. 


poor condition, having been covéred 
by snow during the past winter, 
and coming into market damp and too poor to 


grade, and such grain only too readily heating | 


with warm weather. 

The elevator men state ee reports of 
‘hot corn’’ are nansensicM and are only 
circulated to break the market 
down. D. P. Slattery, of the St. 
Louis Elevator, says that even rejected 
corn is cool and in prime condition, and cer- 
tain parties in this market are sacking it and 
selling it for No.2 mixed. Upon being asked 
if there was not danger of the corn heating if 
the elevator was compelled to shut down: by 
the high water and thus not allowing the corn 
to be moved and kept cool, Mr. Silat- 
tery said: ‘‘The St.Louis Elevator will protect 
this marketif her corn heats, and there will 
be nolossto parties owning this corn, but 
there is no danger of the corn heating.’’ 

John Fears, one of the most efficient and 
trusted grain inspectors in this market, stated 
yesterday that the corn in elevators 
here was in excellent shape and 
in no danger of heating ‘*There has been 
two million bushels of corn shipped from here 
so far this year and all of it arrived at New 
Orleans in good condition.’’ 

On the other side comes testimony of ship- 
pers from this market which would show that 
corn had arrived in a heated condition upon 
being shipped south, not at New Orleans, par- 
ticularly, but at interior towns. 

Geo. Small, of Chas. P. Burr & Co.. had re- 
ceived numerous complaints from his corres- 
pondents in interior towns in the South as to 
the damaged condition of corn shipped from 
this market. 

Geo. Massengale, of Massengale Brothers, 
was very emphatic in his statements. He said 
it was wondertul the amount of corn 
among the interior towns of the South in a 
damaged condition. This corn was not alone 
shipped from St. Louis, but came from In- 
diana, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee, anda 
iarge proportion was found heating and dam- 
aged upon arrival at its destination. It had 
come to such a pass that his firm had 
positivelv declined to handle corn 
for shipment South. He did 
not claimthat St. Louis elevators had hot 
corn in them now. It wasvery possible now 
that the corn wasin good condition. In ap- 
pearance it looked well, bright and glossy, 
dry and rattled when shaken, but nevertheless 
considerable of it, that inspected out No. 2 
when shipped trom hetfe, was found 
damaged upon arrival at the South. 
The cause for this he could 
not explain. It was said that a great deal of 
the lowa corn had been gathered and stacked 
when frozen, and during the winter was 
covered with snow. When shipped in sacks or 
in box cars Sonth, receiving no air from the 
time it left here until opened at its destina- 
tion, may have caused it to germmate. 

Messrs. e. Burr « Co. and 
Massengale Brothers last evening sent John 
Fears, x» member of the Board of Grain In- 
spectors, to Augusta, Ga., to examine the 
corn sent trom St. Louis, see in what condi- 
tion His and, it possible, arrive at the rea- 
son for this change in its condition. 

Pr. P. Connor, ot Connor’ Bros., had 
had some complaints of corn shipped from 
here South. In alot of 2,000 sacks sent to New 
Oileans aconsiderable portion was found dam- 
aged upon its arrival there. 

European exporters have sofar made nocom- 
plaints regarning bulk shipments of corn by 
river to New Orleans. 

Chas. FF. Orthwein says all the 
corn shipped by his firm to 
New Orleans bas arrived there in good con- 
dition, and they will continue these shipments, 
altbough feeling some uneasiness upon the 
subject of future shipments, as is always the 
crse in May and June, which are the critical 
months for corn shipped South. 

George Martin’s shipments to New Orleans 
all arrived there in good shape?sofar. There 
is some moisture }vttin corn in early spring 
thut soon commences to ferment when the 
grain is kept from the air,jJbut in July & August 
the cornis thoroughly dried out and there is 
no more danger. 

D. R Francis had shipped no 
corn South this year, but 
upon a shipment of No. 2 mixed cornto Macon, 
Ga., last year he lost largely, owing to its ar- 
riving there in bad condition—heated and 
damaged. 

Another exporter said that hetold his New 
Orleans correspondents a month ago that 
he would not handle corn for them 
except he could buy it free on 
board at New Orieans and without his taking 
any risk. Two weeks ago he received an order 
to buy 100,000 bushelsofcorn and was offered 
the grain in this market ata satisfactory fig- 
ure, but he advised his correspondents not to 
touch it, and the trade was not completed. 

The testimony given above will clearly show 
that the only ‘‘hotcorn’’ is that that has been 
shipped in close box cars or sacks over a long 
route to Southern towns, whose receivers 
ure noted for their numerous complaints and 
Claims for reclamations oO shipments 
rothem. Allthe corn that has Been sent by 
river in bulk to New Orleans has arrived there 
in perfect condition so farthis year. There is 
no ‘‘hot corn’’ in the elevators here and there 
is no danger of there being any. A 
little no grade now arriving may 
be out of condition—damp, ete.—but 
this does not touch the other grades, and can- 
not affect their quality.

This department was reorganized 
in 1879, and rules were adopted in an ordi-

which Mr. Wagman Crow bas erected the 
schoo! and museum, affixing to the main por- 
tion of the siructure the name ‘Museum of 
Fine Arts’’ and tothe auditorium the title of 
‘Memorial Hall.2’ The officers of the school 
have secured a large number_ of 
art. works, originais and reproductions, 
suitable to the uses of the institution. Some 
have been donated, but the greater portion 
represents the purchase of the Museum board, 
composed as foilows:

A memorial tablet to be placed in the grand 
vestibule will read as follows: 

“As a memorial of Wayman Crow. Jr. 
born 1852, died 1878, this edifice dedicated 
to the uses of the St. Louis School of Fine 
Arts,is erected by his father and mother 
and his-sisters: Cornelia L. Carr, Emma C. 
Cushman, Mary I. Emmons, Isabel Keal- 
hofer, A. D. 1880.”’ 

The:museum fronts on Lucas Place 158 feet 
and extends 155 feet along Nineteenth street. 
The arcbtitecture is a combination of the Itali- 
anand Piorentine order,with certain modifica- 
tions adopted to modern use. The height of 
the building is 66 feet, and it is covered with 
impesing double mansard roof of 
the ‘Italian style of ornamentation. 
The front is constructed. of rough 
und cut stone With trimmings of artistic de- 
sign. Over the main entrance, which is ap- 
proached by a broad stone flight with cut fac- 
ings is a bust of Phidias, and over the win- 
dows, right and left, are busts of Michael 
Angelo and Raphael. The interior is fitted in 
oxk and walnut and the decoration is simple 
Gireck in warm neutral tints. The Pompeian 
red predominates in the coloring of the 
upper portion of the vestibules. The walnut 
finishing adds greatly to the rich effect of the 
interior. ‘From the grand vestibule there 
are two doors leading to the Memorial Hall, 
which may be eonsidered one of the finest art 
aucitoriumsin the country. It has a seating 
capacity for 700 and is designed for lectures, 
concerts, exhibitions, etc. The wails are 
finished in. Pompeian red and _ the 
cci ing presents the Greek style of ornamen- 
tation. There are piaced around the hall 
trophies of art, historic busts and rep#oluc- 
tions of Hercules and Mertury. The seats 
slope towards the stage which is setin a niche 
atthe north end, exquisitely finished. ‘The 
acoustic properties of the hallare excellent, 
and it 1s aqmirablv lighted and ventilited. 

Seven rooms or galleries on 
the right and left of the vestibule are de- 
voted to scuipture. The casts are arranged 
in chronological and ethnological order. Here 
may be found the figure of Amenophis III, 
the lid of the sarcophagus of Sebaski: the 
head of Babestos; aslab copy of the Harpy 
Tomb; a sarcophacus of the cee: Hermes 
and the infant Bacchus; the Townley Venus: 
the Venus de Milo; the Apollo Belvedere, 
“Diana and the Stag,’’ etc. The collection 
was selected by Prof. Ives from the art cen- 
ters of Europe, and it embraces 349 pieces. 
The picture galleries are placed at the south 
end of the upper floor, approached by two 
handsome staircases. There are five of these 
apartments fitted with the latest improve- 
ments for light. Upon the walls 
are one humdred and fifty superb canvasmeses, 
a loan collection from all the private galler- 
ies inthe city. This is the finest display of 
art treasures ever recorded in the West. 
The arrangement of the choice works was 
entrusted to Messrs. Pettes & Leathe. Here 
may be seena genuine Turner and a Carlo 
Marotti. The exhibition will open to the 
public on Wednesday morning and re- 
Inain open for several weeks, 
at a sinall admission fee of twenty-five cents. 
The other portion of the upper floor of the 
Museum is set apart for studios for the ad- 
vanced classes,male and female, with toilet 
rooms and all conveniences. The architects 
of the Museum, Messrs. Peabody & Stern, 
have presented a fine work in the Lucas 
Place structure, and much credit may be 


. taken by Mr. August H. Becker for hie efforts 


in fresecoing the entire interior.

Small boys, too, sail bouts on this lake 
and capsize both boats and selves now and 
then, by way of variety only, for the 
lake is so very shallow about its 
margin thatitis impossible to get up an 
excitement by tumblingin. Then the small 
youth of both sexes ride velocipedes at 
whizzing speed along the borders of this lake, 
following the curves with mathematical pre- 
cision, but bringing a looker-on to theverge 
of nervousness by steering apparently 
straight tothe depths and only making up 
their minds at the last instant to remain on 
dry land. It really isn’t comfortable to watch 
the little mischiefs. 

Over that lake there is a bridge—an iron 
bridge with granite piers and imposing de- 
sign. They are quite wonderful granite 
piers, I promise you, well worth study as re- 
yards their ornamental and other peculiari- 
ties. I have studied them; in fact 1 mav say 
1 know them well, and the bridge, too, from 
hoth points of view—above and below. That 
bridge with its piers is one of the features of 
Boston. 

Once there was no bridge there, though 
there was something in the nature of a lake— 
the erftire neighborhood being a moisty sort 
of swamp, occupied until about half a centu- 
ry ago by rope-walks, which being burned, 
the city voted to make a garden of it; but it 
took more than tbirty years’ fight before the 
spot was safely secured to the .public and 
saved from those who were determined to 
turn it into streets and building lots. 

Every few years, even now, a scheme is 
gotten up for taking a part or whole of the 
garden or common and cutting streets rethpie 
and putting up houses. There are those who 
look with gnawing envy and covetousness 
at these breathing spots m the heart of our 
city and long to steal them from the people. 

The garden is a continuation of the com- 
mon, with only a street to separate them, so 
that the two in connection afford a 

really fine walk, although of course far 
inferior to the pretentious parks of most 
other large cities. Boston groans a good dea! 
to think she hasn’t agrand park yet, and is 
always promising herself one. But if she 
hasn't a park,she tas the most beautiful 
suburbs of any city that I ever visited on 
either side of the Atlantic. For five miles 
outin any possible direction from Boston, 
except out to sea, there are broad, well kept 
roads, with beautiful, stately mansions, fine 
grounds and grand old shade trees; and there 
are also long, cool, retired roads, sheltered 
from the sun bythe shady groves through 
which they run—more lovely drives there are 
nowhereto be found, or cosier, pleasanater 
walks, which may be easily reached by our 
open horse cars. 

I wenttothe Museum the other evening 
to see a yay which is as_ famous 
as the Museum itself, but whose fame isiden- 
tical with that of the Museum cast. I never 
heard of **The Silver Spoon’’ as being played 
anywhere else except at the Museum, and if 
it is, it ought not to be for it conldn’t by any 
possibiliry be the same play.

The 
trees and plants and all the crops are growing 
and increasing, silently yet surely. When 
city folks stop working for the day their 
work stops; and they must commence in 
the morning just where they left off the day 
before.- So the farmer has an advantage in 
this respect. 
FRUITS FOR CANNING. 

Since the preservation of fruits by the pro- 
cess Of canning has become so general, it is 
desirable to know which varieties are best 
adapted tothe purpose. As a rule, those 
whose taste is sweet or insipid are not desir- 
able, while those that have a decided flavor 
are to be preferred. Black cap raspberries, 
sweet cherries and blueberries are among 
the poorest small fruits for canning, as their 
flavor is insipid when they are in their best 
estate, and is impaired by the operation of 
heating. Strawberries, though most 
delicious when fresh, become  some- 
What insipid when cooked. Red 
rasplerries are excellent when can- 
ned, butthey should, to preserve their flavor 
and aroma, be put up as soon as they are 
gatbered. Blackberries. are inferior to red 
raspberries, butif canned shortly after they 
are picked they will come outin very good 
condition and be well relished. Red and white 
currants contain too many seeds to be very 
desirable. Itis better to extract their juice 
and to convert it into jelly. All who relish 
black currants when fresh will like them after 
they have been canned. They form jan excel- 
Jent sauce without further cooking, and are 
in good condition to use in pies and tarts. 
Gooseberries, if gathered before their skins 
become tough, are excellent afterthey are 
canned. They are especially desirable for 
ating during the spring, when the appetite 
craves acid fruits. Early Richmond cherries, 
all things considered, are the best of all the 
small truits for canning. If managed with 
skiijl they will retain the color, flavor and 
arema they had when freshly picked from the 
tree. Most hinds of plums are good, but 
owing to their size and the tirmness of their 


flesh they require more cooking. Of the sweet 
fruits there 1s none better than pears. 
the inferior varieties are excellent when cann- 
ed. The quince is admirably adapted for 
canning purposes, being almost the only kind 
of fruit that is improved by cooking. 
soarce and expensive, there is economy in 
putting theminthe same jars that contain 
upples or pears of 
lurger varieties of crab-apples form a valu- 
able addition to the stock of canned fruits.

Uenturies before the Sermon on the Mount 


was delivered and even until now the value of 


salt has been recognized by all inteltigent 


beings. Wild birds and animals traveled long 
distunces in search of it, and often tarried 


long in the places where it abounds. Health 
isimpaired unless sa't is contained in the 
food of which we partake. It is at once the 
cheapest and most wholesome substance 
that can be employed forthe preservation of 
meat and fish. Most antiseptics are injurious 
to health, but saltis conducive toit. It is 
more desired asa condiment than all other 
substances Whatsoever; the appetite for sait 
is upiversial. Itis desired by the oceup.rnt of 
the cradie and easy-chair. Its value asa 
fertilizer bas been acknowledged from the 
earliest historic times. Since these facts are 
generally acknowledged, it appears strange 
that so many farmers are exceedingly parsi- 
monious in regard tothe use of salt. Every 
year we hear Of persons attempting to keep a 
herd of cattle ora flock of sheep during the 
entire season Without allowing them any salt. 
Many deal cut sait to stock as grudgingly as if 
it was costly as sugar. A large proporuon of 
furmers allow thetr milch cows, and other 
animals kept near the house, to partake of 
sult but once a week. Hf they bave stock ina 
distant pasture the salting time occurs only 
onee or twicea month. When the anima's 
receive it they eat more than is beneficial tor 
them. There is no good reason why stock of 
all kinds should not be allowed to gratify their 
appetite for sult at any time they choose. The 
animals know better thantheir owners do 
when they require it. Slight ingenuity is 
needed to place salt in a situation where it 
will be protected from the rain and snow and 
where stock can have access to it at all 
times. With rare exceptions animals will 
eat alittle salt every day if they have the op- 
portunity todoso. The costof salt, at the 
ordinary degrees of purity, for all the 
stock a furmer keeps, is trifling, andjit should 
be furnished without stint to animals of all 
kinds and at all seasons of the year. 
TRANSPLANTING VEGETABLES. 

Itis the common practice of gardeners to 
sow the seeds of cabbages, cauliflowers, to- 
matoes, head-lettuce, and celery in hot-beds 
cold-frames, or borders, and to remove the 
plants aiter they have attained a considerable 
size to the places Where they are to remain 
until they mature. The seeds of nearly all 
other kinds of vegetables, however, are plant- 
edinthe drills, or hills, where they are expect- 
ed to attain their full size. Of late some per- 
sons have advocated starting Lima beans, 
melons and squashes in hot-beds while the 
weather is cold inthe spring,and removing 
the plants aiter the soiland atmosphere be- 
come warm; they place the seeds on pieces of 
inVerted turf, or in small a or wood 
boxes such as are used for holding berries. It 
is held that these plants require a longer 
period for attaining full growth than they can 
obtain if the sceds are implantedinthe open 

round after the weather becomes suflicient- 
y warm to insure germination and protection 
from the froet. It is evident that fashion has 
much to doin deciding which kinds of vege- 
tables should be planted inthe places where 
they «are to grow, and which should be start- 
ed elsewhere and transplanted when they are 
of considerable size. Till recently nearly 
every person thought it essential to start to- 
mato plants in a hot-bed or cold-ffames, 
and to remove them to the places where they 
were to produce fruit. Some one finally dis- 
covered that so-called “volunteer” plants 
were more hardy than those raised in hot- 
beds; that they grew mores tocky and 

roduced better fruit. Accordingly, many of 
ate have planted tomato seed in their places 
where the plants were desired, taking care to 


| thin them out to the number required. Some 


at present advise the same course fn relation 


en State that 


to cabbages and cauliflowers.. On the other 
hand, many persons now sow beet and turnip 
seed in nursery beds and remove the plants 
when of sufficient size to the rows where they 
are to grow. They declare that the finest 
‘vegetables oan only be produced by this 
system of management which they believe to 
be the cheapest aswell asthe best. They 
state that it saves weeding and thinning out the 
plants and insures the production of roots of 
nearly uniform size and quality. Those who

isfactory. When planted in this way it can 
be cultivated like corn, the plow or other im- 
plement running on both sides of the hills. By 
this means little work with the hand-hoe is 
required. A machine has been invented for 
picking eotton which gives promise of ultimate 
success. Itis stated that it would work ad- 
mirably éf all the bolls matured at the same 
time. 

GRAPES. 

I marvel everybody does not provide for at 
leasta few grapes. Grapes are excellent 
fruit and easily cultivated, and the vines are 
ornamental when properly cared for. Every 
owner who has even a rod or two of spare 
ground should haye at least afew vines; yet 
I presume there are thousands of your readers 
who have not a yine in their possession. Al- 
most ~y housekeeper can have agrape arbor 
whieh, if well kept, isa “thing of eauty,”2 
as well as of comfort and profit to the owners. 
Ihave an arbor between my dwelling and 
barn. itis fifty feet long, nine feet wide and 
eight feet high, of good locust posts tied to- 
gether atthe top with inch boards, slightly 
arched, and with three strands of fence wire 
on each side. Overthis we carefully train the 
branches of about twenty vines; and when 
these areinfull leaf the rays of the sun are 
almost entirely excluded. The arbor affords 
a gratefud shade in summer andis quite orna- 
mental. The latter use alone remunerates 
for keeping itin order, to say nothing of the 
busheis of luscious fruit it yields. Any one 
who has a few vines each of the three or four 
hardy varieties will have fruit in abundance 
almost every vear.

beet sugar factory at Schenectady, N. Y., ex- 
pect toclear the cost of their establishment, 
$150,000, in four vears, from their regylar 
profits. The farmers bave contracted tosell 
them beets at about #80 per acre, or #4 per 
ton, x price the growers will probably not 
withstand more than one season. It 
would be better policy for the fac- 
tory owners to give more for the beets 
and be longer in getting their money back. 

In trimming our peach trees, this ‘spring, 
the disavreeable discovery Was made that 
one-fourth of them ware destroyed—kilked 
by the hard winter. Butit is some consola- 
tion to discover that there will be fruit on 


| some of the heavier sorts of peach trees. 


Cherry trecs have also stiffered. Farmers 
and others should adopt the plan of planting 
a few choice fruit trees annually, not forget- 
ting the peach, which is liable to casualty 
from so many causes. The systematic culfis 
vitor of peaebes is sure to succeed, 

A writer in the Country Gentleman, in 
showing the uniform protits of farming to be 


fully 10 per on the investment of land and 


stock, for the last fifty years, concludes: 
‘*‘Farming is confessed to be a slow way of 
making a fortune, but the tigures which we 
bave been looking at prove that the capital in 
farming is a good investment. When we 
Wint to set our business in contrast with the 
money-making occupations, we make another 
issue and plead for safety and permanence of 
the business; and we trv to show how a fam- 
ily can be rich without money, and how they 
can have the best thing which money can get 
—a home.’’ 

Indiana has a capital road law, which her 
older and nearest sister States would do well 
to copy. Local Supervisors have been abol- 
ished, and township Superintendents, chosen 
for two years, substituted, who take entire 
direction of the road and bridgemakmg and 
improyemente, A capitation tax of $2 per 
anbum is levied on every ablebodied man be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 50 years inclusive, 
which the citizen may “work out,” and Su- 
perintendents receive #2 per diem. Many -of 
the features are decided improvements on the 
old law, and good roads—those indispensable 
pronoters oi agricultural and social thrift— 
are likelv to result from it. 

Planting potatoes, sowing oats and prepar 
ing for corn planting all come at once, this 
spring. Itis safe tosay that more work of 
the se sorts has been precipitated into the 
fortnight last past than was ever done before 
in two weeks inthis country. Ofthe better 
kind of new potatoes there will be vast quan; 
tities planted,and with a favorable season and 
due attention to culture and the Colorados 
there will be large returns. We notice a little 
fainiheartedness on the part of many farmers 
in regard-to oat seeding, but our advice has 
been, putin your usual area and trust tothe 
Lord of the harvest. Your oats will makea 
capital soiling cropif it should ripen slowly. 
There is yet abundance of time and opportu- 
nity to plant more corn than ever,and itis 
more than probable the warm weather may 
be protracted into the fall fullyaslong as it 
was delayedthis spring in its coming. 


Household Recipes. 


PINFAPPLE JAM.—Peel, grate, and weigh 
the apple. Put pound to pound of pineapple 
sugar. Boil it in a preserving kettle thirty or 
forty minutes. 

ASPARAGUS SAUCE.—Boil two paunds of 
tender fresh-cut asparagus in very little 
water, With a small portion of salt, or whatis 
better still, steam the asparagus without 
water until itis tender, chop it very fine, mix 
it with the yolks of five, and whites of three 
well-beaten eggs, and two tablespoonfuls of 
sweet cream, fry and serve quiet hot. 


RASPBERRY JAM.—To every quart of ripe 
raspberries, allow a pound of the best loaf- 
sugar. Put sugar and berries into a pan, and 
let them stand two or tbree hours. Then 
boil them in a porcelain Kettle, taking off the 
scum carefully. When nomore scum rises, 


i mash them and boil them tosmooth marma- 


lade. When cold put them in glass tumblers. 


BEEFSTEAK PICKLED.—Lay a steak ina

-and pepper, then a layer of potatoes, theli a 
layer of veal seasoned as before. Use up the 
‘veal thus; over the last layerofveal puta 
‘ayer of slices of salt pork, and over the whole 
‘a layer of potatoes. Pour in water till 
it rises.an inch over the whole; cover it close, 
heat it fifteen minutes, and simmer it an 


hour. 

PRESERVED ORANGES.—Take any number 
of oranges with rather more than their weight 
in white sugar. Slightly grate the oranges, 
and score them round and round with a knife 
but not cut very a. Put them in cold 
water for three days, changing the water two 
or three times a day. Tie them up in a cloth, 
boil them until they are soft enough for the 
head of a pin to penetrate the skin. 
While they are boiling, place the sugar on the 
fire, with rather more than half a pint of wa- 

ter to eaeh pound; let it boil for a minute or 
two, then strain it through muslin. Put the 
oranges into the syrup till it jellies and ts of a 


yellow color. Try the syrup by putting some 


to cool. It must not be too stiff. The syrup 
need net cover the oranges, but they must be 
turned, so that each part gets thoroughly 
done.

William H. Smith, who, the cable an- 
nounces, bas bought Millais’ portrait of Bea- 
consfield for $1,000, is an instance of rare po- 
litical fidelity. Smith was the Secretary of 
the Navy, or First Lord of the Admiralty, as 
the post is talledin England. He was one of 
Disraeli’s discoveries and bis administration 

yas about the only one that reflected credit 
upon his Ministry. His rise was a surprise 
anda not altogether agreeable one to the 
high caste members of the Tory party. He 
began life as a newspaper vender. His fine 
business abilities soon made much of a nar- 
row opening. He now controls all sale of 
newspapers and periodicals on every railway 
in the British Isles. He controls the circula- 
tion of all the great journals to some extent 
and hence is a power. He first entered poli- 
tics in 1873 and electrified the Tories by de- 
feating John Stuart Mill for the Westminister 
district, where he owns large properties. His 
elevation to the Admiralty struck England 
with surprise and delight. He was the origi- 
nal of the First Lord in ‘‘Pinafore,” and 
when all England was laughing at the satire 
he went to the theater and laughed heartily 
at the travesty, and was said to have often 
been heard humming the air which recounts 
the promotion of the First Lord for polishing 
up the handle of the big front door. He 
adored Beaconsfield and was a tower of 
strength tothat eccentric statesman. His 
riches were counted on in every close constit- 
uency to carry the Ministerial candidate 
through, and until the tidal wave came in 1880 
he rarely failed to pull his partisans through. 
Like most English members, he is a poor 
speaker, and the death of his friend and chief 
will probably keep him back in the party. 
There was considerable surprise manifested 
when Disraeli retired that he didn’t send 
Smith up to the Lords as a peer, where he 
would have found another rich Smith, a man 
who owns a whole quarter of London—the 
Duke of Westminster.
